The paper filed against the sheriff 
bears Mie names of Felton Wilkinson, 
T. A. Stubbs and Ernest Etheridge, 
according to the?clerk of Jones county 
court. Wilkinson and Moore are two 
witnesses who took the witness stand 
in October 1925 and told of extensive 
whisky making and rumrunning in 
which they engaged in Jones county, 
while Middlebrooks was the sheriff. 

The activity of the government in 
taking a hand in the probe of whisky 
conditions in Jones county came last 
summer when two Jones county po- 
licemen, Floyd Malone and Frank 
Tucker were found murdered near 
their automobile, A number of whisky 
cases were made and murder charges 
were brought against Grover and 
Atkinson Etheridge, Jones county 
farmers, who. were convicted of kill- 
ing the two policemen and given life 
terms. 

The charge made against Middle- 
brooks was the result of the investi- 
gation. Upon his conyiction, Federal 
Judge W. H. Barrett, presiding here 
at the time, sentenced Middlebrooks 
to serve a year and a day in the fed- | 
eral penitentiary. He filed an appeal | 
for a new trial and this is now pend- 
ing in the higher court. 

Since his conviction Sheriff — 
dlebrooks has continued in office, al- 
though he is said to have told some | 
of his friends that he might resign | 
before the end of his present term.

He comes under the 
Walter Hines Page Fellowship, which 
was founded as a fitting memorial to 
that great statesman and author, and 
which provides for the visit of a 
British journalist to America, “to 
spend a year in travel, observation 
and residence at various important 
centers, together with some work for 
and with various important news- 
papers” in order to promote under- 
standing on the part of British news- 
papermen of American standards of 
the profession and Of eonditions on 
this side. 

The fellowship competitive. 
Every Lritish newspaper has the 
right to appoint a candidate, who is 
required. to write briefly on why he 
wishes to hold the Fellowship, and 
the benefits he thinks would result 
from it. From the original mumber 
of applicants a few of the most prom- 
ising are accorded an interview by the 
selection committee, composed of emi- 
nent British newspapermen, and oae 
of their number chosen. :

America, the vast majority of British 
people depend upon the foreign corre- 
spondents of their own newspapers and 
the commentaries of their editorial 
writers upon the news provided. The 
reverse is also obviously true. To any 
serious-minded man, the responsibility 
is a fearful though a fascinating one: 
and it bears with it the additional and 
complementary responsibility of see- 
ing at least that he is as well equip- 
ped, by knowledge, experience, and 
acquaintance, as may be possible. It 
is hardly within the nature of things 


that the -day will ever come when, in 


other countries will do so in the light 
of their own personal knowledge of 
conditions; but that the number will 
increase is a reasonable and justifiable 
hope.

considerable quantities of spirits suit- 
able for medicinal purposes are con- 
fiscated, that generally have to be de- 
stroyed. All these spirits, instead of 
being wasted should be made available 
for replenishment of the national sup- 
ply of medicinal spirits. 

“The department has given setjous 
consideration to this matter and in 
the end believes that the one best 
praetical solution to remedy all these 
conditions is that congress shall by 
enactment set up a private corpora- 
tion which will be in fact a benefi- 
cent monopoly in that it will pur- 
chase and own all the medicinal spirits 
in the country and be the sole source 
of supply from now on for medicina 
spirits. e 

Would Buy All Stocks. 

“This corporation ‘would provide 
manufacture for replenishment and, 
under government regulation, dis- 
tribute medicinal spirits direct to the 
retail druggist by American Railway 
express. This corporation would buy, 
for immediate delivery in bottles, 
labeled, sealed and cased, all the pri- 
vate-owned stocks; and six or eight 
distillery warehouses suitably- located 
for efficient distribution. 

‘The purchase price paid by the 
corporation, and the sales price to 
the purchaser at the drug. store, 
would be based on prevailing. prices 
during the six months immediately 
preceding November 1, 1926.” 

Andrews disclosed that at the pres- 
ent time, owners of bonded liquor are 
employing commission agents to sell 
their liquor who “not infrequently de- 
bauch physicians and druggists and 
act as bootleg representatives in ar- 
ranging for the diversion of pure 
whisky to illegitimate traffic.” 

Bakers Solicited. 

He said they also solicit whol@sale 
bakers and induce them to order whis- 
ky for the manufacture of mince pies.

. San Francisco First. 

New York, I heard, was not Ameri- 
ca. Since any prolonged stay in the 
city of meretricious elegancies might 
have crystallized this common but ap- 
parently erroneous idea, it was decided 
that my first story of army length 
should be in San Francisco. There, 
and in the sister-rival city of Los 
Angeles, seven weeks were enough at 
least to give the stranger some ap- 
preciation of thea west; the informal- 
ity, the kindness and enterprise of its 
people; the wonderful endowment of 
climate and natural resources: and the 
vast possibilities that still remain 
were not the least of altogether pleas- 
ant memories. Two weeks spent in a 
fraternity house at the University of 
California confirmed preconceived ideas 
as to American hospitality, even if 
they disturbed somewhat other ideas 
as to the sanctity of hotel spoons, pull- 
man blankets, and fire-axes on ferry 
boats. 

Chicago, as the heart of the middle 
west, was the next stop, after a week 
in Kansas, which will not willingly 
be forgotten. Picturesque gang-warfare 
has rather blinded those abroad to 
the fact that there are 5,000,000 peo- 
ple in Chicago, remarkable industries, 
and a gigantic volume of commerce. 
With the idea, therefore, of restoring 
the criminal aspect to its proper pro- 
portion, I studied its manifestations, 
through the courtesy of the police, at 
first hand. Conscious of being on show, 
the gangsters staged a convincing an 
efficient machine-gun slaughter dur- 
ing my stay; private enterprise was 
adequately represented by a colored 
woman who emptied a revolver intoa 
group composed of detectives and my- 
self, hitting one of them, in the smal} 
hours. of the morsing. Crime there 1s 
undoubtedly rife, but not as bad as it 
is painted. For the industrial side, 
there could only be admiration, rein- 
forced rather than weakened after a 
week spent as an ordinary worker in 
one of the factories there; especially 
impressive was the manner in which 
the difficult but important question 
of foreign relations was tackled. The 
whole city was, in fact, a fascinating 
study, never lacking in interest. 

Atlanta was chosén for the head- 
quarters for my visit to the south as 
being the most representative city of 
the area. As I understand it, there 
is the industria! south, the progressive 
place into which fresh capital, energy 
and enterprise are constantly being in- 
fused, in the appreciation of its al- 
most untold possibilities; and there is 
the south of tradition, where people 
remember yesterday and those of yes- 
terday. In Atlanta, I believe there 
are both aspects; though whether they 
are combined or not is a matter for 


personal observation. rather than sec- 


ond-hand information. So Atlanta was 
chosen, 

The Constitution was chosen as 
being the representative publication of 
the south. The work of Henry 
Grady, his life and practical idealism 
in the form of public service were not 
entirely unknown, even to one from 
across the Atlantic: nor was it neces- 
sary for me _ to inquire what The 
Constitution might be. Every nation 
has a few organs, the opinions and 
merits of which command respect out- 


| side the borders of nationality, so I 
have joined the staff of this newspaper 


with some little foreknowledge of its 
significance. 

For the rest, it is possible only to 
enter upon the study of this part of 
America, essential yet entirely differ- 
ent from what has gone before, with 
the deepest interest. Industry every- 
where repays examination; moreover, 
so far as sentiment is concerned, a 
nearness of blood—greater here, it is 
said, than elsewhere—and = the re- 
spect for tradition should, for offe 
nurtured in tradition, make the 
British stranger here feel a little less 
strange.

Since Kipling’s Neandertha) {or was 
it Cro-Magnan?) man scratched the 
slaying of a mammoth on his ivory 
tusk or something like that, artists 
and artisans have pictured for a less 
talented world the doings and exploits 
of their favorite heroes on whatever 
media came to hand, right on down 
to the present day.

“Nadir Shah was king of Persia be- 
tween the years 1735 and 1747. Origi- 
nally an outlaw, he went by the name 
Nadir-Kuli-Khan and as an outlaw 
he usurped the Persian throne, and 
after making himself king, he was 
called Nadir Shah. He was both loved 
and feared by the Persian people; 
loved because he aided the country by 
his commercial policies, thereby in- 
creasing the revenues and also because

“The Peacock throne was made in 
India by an Italian jeweler who had 
heen detected selling false’ jewels to 
European royalty, and fleeing to In- 
dia, asked the protection of the Hindu 
emperor, In gratitude he offered to 
make a throne for the emperor, who 
brought him the crown jewels, The 
throne is made of gold set with many 
beautiful gems. The two largest- and 
finest diamonds were used as eyes for 
the peacock, One of them was the fa- 
mous stone, known as “Koh-i-noor,” 
meaning in Persian, “The Mountain 
of Light.” and the other stone was 
called “Darya-i-noor,” meaning “Sea 
of Light.” 

“When the throne was being con- 
veyed to Persia, before it had left In- 
dia, the Koh-i-noor was stolen apd re- 
placed with glass, The stone was left 
in India and its location kept a se- 
eret. More than a hundred years later 
a British officer discovered it and it 
was taken to England. It now be 
longs to the British crown and may 
be seen in the Tower of London. The

“A rug was woven in Kirman, Per- 
sia, with a picture of Nadir Shah sit- 
ting on the Péacock throne and stand- 
ing on one side of him are three of 
his ministers and five of his sons on 
the other side, The borders of the rug 
show hunting scenes and it is the 
work of the 18th century.”

association.

Carving operations on the memorial 
are under supervision of the sculptor, 
Augustus Lukeman. Associated with 

im is a comntittee of three known as 
construction committee, composed 
of Mr. Haverty as chairman, Robert 
F. Maddox, chairman of the board 
of the Atlanta & Lowry National 
bank, formerly president of the 
American Bankers’ association, and E. 
Rivers, president of the Atlanta Joint 
Land Stock bank and head of other 
large interests. 

The summary of progress of the 
Carving operations given out by Mr. 
Haverty as follows: 

Operation Under Way. 

“The execution of the design of Mr. 
Lukeman for the equestrian figures 
of President Davis, General Lee and 


General Jackson, constituting the first | 


section of the ceatral group of 
sculptors, was let to contract some 
weeks ago to the Stone Mountain 
Granite corporation, full announce- 
men®of which was made in the press. 
The contractor commenced operations 


Peary, 
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Stone Mountain Carving 


on a full scale on September 17 and 
has now been running 60 days. 

“In this period of 60 days the 
contractor has removed from the 
mountain 160,000 cubic feet of gran- 
ite. This is equivalent to 28,800,- 
000 pounds, or 14,400 tons, or 412 
carloads, or 16 train loads. 

“The total labor cost of the opera- 
tion has been $7,169.75, or a labor 
cost of four and one-half cents per 
cubic foot. The total cost of ma- 
chinery and material has been 
287.74, or a machinery and materia 
cost of five cents per cubic foot. The 
total cost of labor and machinery and 
material has been $15,437.49, or a 
grand total cost of nine and one-half 
cents per cubic foot. But of course 
it is not fair to charge the machin- 
ery and material entirely to the gran- 
ite removed to date, because the ma- 
chinery dnd material will be used in 
future operations, and some of it 
probably will last until the comple- 
tion of the work. 

Previous Work Done. 

“In the operations conducted by the 
former sculptor, who functioned both 
as eculptor and contractor, there was 
removed from the mountain .130,000 
cubic feet of granite,-in a period of 
18 months, at a labor cost of 50 cents 
per enbic foot. . 

“The progress being made under the 
present operation is highly satisfac- 
tory, both as to rapidity and low cost. 
In faet, the operation is proceeding 
well ahead of schedule. In the pres- 
eat work the carving area 1s being 
brought down to a perpendicular or 
approximately erpendicular ‘wall, 
which involves the cutting away of 
an enormous quantity of stone pre- 
sented by the contour of the prect- 
pice. Beginning on a level with the 
heads of the riders, the contractor 
has now, ta 60 days, cut away the 
excess granite almost down to the 
level of the knees of the riders. When 
the present operation is finished the 
second operation will be to outline 
the figures of horses and riders in

Water Declared Pure. 
Atlanta’s water has been analyzed 


| by leading American chemists and has 
been declared to be pure and to stand | 


the rigid tests of modern scientific 
research, coming thM@ugh with a re- 
markably high average. 

The department recently completed 
a new intake near the pumping sta- 
tion, on the banks of the Chattahoo- 
chee river, at a cost of $302,000. This 
will displace the old intake and will 
double the volume of water available 
for the city’s use. Approximately 
80,000,000° gallons of water can 
supplied to the intake wells every 
minute of the 24 hours, if the pipes 
are all wide open. 

The intake tower stands 38 feet 
hich. This will prevent the river 
ever rising above it and flooding and 
stopping up a giant 60-inch valve. 
which is located in it. Engineers laid 
750 feet of 60-inch pi from the 
tower to the intake wells through a 
cut 25 feet deep. This goes under 
the bed of Peachtree creek, and thus 
prevents possible pollution from this 
stream. The cut was made in solid 
ranite. As waters rush into the in- 
ake, they are given the first “screen- 
ing,” to take out all large foreign ob- 
jects. 

Supply Triple Screened. 


From this point it is conveyed and 
emptied into the large intake wells— 
one a new structure 30 feet deep. 
where it is again tripple “screened,” 
so that it can be passed to the giant 
pumps without ‘clogging them up. 

At this juncture in the course of 

purification, it is passed to the big 
pumps, carried 3.7 miles to the reser- 
voirs and emptied. Power,’ for the 
pumps requires approximately 15,000 
tons of coal a year or a car Joad each 
day. Three large pipe lines carry. the 
water to the reservoirs, and it stays 
there until it is whisked again into 
pumps ahd conveyed to what is known 
as the mixing basins. 
' Up to this point only large foreign 
objects have been removed and no at- 
tempt has been made to clarify. it or 
to extract germs. It remains a “river 
red’’ color. 

There are two large reservoirs—one 
covering 31.7 acres and holding about 
216,000,000 gallons of water and a 
smaller one covering 21.7 acres and 
holding 160,000,000 gallons. The 
depth of the res_.oirs is from 23 to 
65 feet. This is : :bout 10 days storage 
at the rate the city uses the supply. 
Not enough for a big city like Atlanta, 
officials say. 

First Purification Steps.

From the, intakes the water passes 
to the mixing basin, a new structure 
of which the new intake is a part.

Impurities Removed. 

From the mixing basin the water is 
hurried to the coagulating basins, 
where lime in it combines with the 
sulphate of aluminum and forms floc. 
This in turn is heavier than the 
water and in sinking to the bottom 
takes with it SS per cent of all im- 
purities, including the red mud of the 
Chattahoochee, 

Chemists explain the chemical reac- 
tion as similar to that whict takes 
place when one, squeezes lemon juice 
in a glass of milk, causing the milk 
to curdle and break up into small par- 
ticles. These will settle in the glass. 
When the floc—a jelly-like substance 
—settles it takes a large portion of 
the impurities out of the water. 

With 85 per cent of the impurities 
already taken from.it and much of the 
red mud, the water, in a partially 
clear liquid, is rushed to the filtering 
vats in the filter house and unless 
every idta of impurity is taken out 
in this house or is killed it, will be 
passed on to the public, 

ivery precaution is taken to he 
sure that it is pure when it leaves } 
this point, and Mr. Mathis and his 
assistants make periodic tests.so that 
any impurity may be caught before it 
reaches users. 

Under its own pressure the water 
is passed through four layers of sands 
ef different sizes at the rate of two 
gallons a square foot.a minute. There 
are seven filters SO. feet wide and 
o2 feet long. As it leaves the filters 
a clear, pure. water—the purest. in 
the entire south and possibly in the 
United States—a small quantity of 
liquid chlorine is administered as a 
germicide to kill any virile germ which 
might not have been eradicated in the 
coagulation and filtering process. 

Lay ing New Mains. 

This, too, is done automatically, but 
with minute precision.

Anticipations of City Attorney 
James Mayson that the supreme 
eourt of Georgia would hold the law 
‘requiring cities and’ towns of the 
state to equip automobiles with state 
license tags were borne out Saturday 
when that tribunal handed down its 
decision in the case. 

All. phases of the state automobile 
license law, passed in 1915, were held 
valid in every respect.

Since its 
first unit was opened five additional 
units have been added, giving the 
plant a total of 108,000 horsepower 
and making it the largest in the 
company’s system.

All production, ship:zent and sales 
records for Chrysler cars were broken 
in October, according to figures an- 
nounced today by J. E. Fields, vice 
president in charge of sales of the 
Chrysler corporation.

President Myron BE. Forbes and 
Chief Engineer Charles Sheppy, of 
the Pierce-Arrow Motor Car com- 
pany, have returned to Buffalo from 
Europe, where they attended the in- 
ternational automobile salon in Paris.

“After viewing and @udying the 
salon exhibits of the foremost Euro- 
pean cars, I can make the truthful 
and sincere statement that Americans 
turn out an automobile that is far 
better than the best that Europe 
has to offer,” declared Mr. Forbes. 

“The American automobile owner 
obtains better engineering, a better 
built product, for less money than 
does the European buyer. 

“Here in America we require far 


more of an automobile than does the 
European owner, and this has had a 
profound influence on American de- 
sign. 

“American designers for many years 
have concentrated upon the develop- 
ment of larger, more comfortable and 
better pérforming cars and as a re- 
sult the American type of cars exe 
cels in these particulars. On the 
other hand, the European designers 
have devoted their efforts largely to 
cars of smaller dimensions and they 
have every reason to be pround of 
what they have accomplished in per- 
fécting the small car. 

“I can predict definitely that there 
will be no wholesale importation of 
the light European cars. While they 
fit conditions perfectly in European 
countries, they do not represent the 
ideal from the standpoint of America, 
where we have the most amazing sys- 
tem of good roads in the world.

~ acted a joint resolution known as a 
| “stop-gap” measure. Its purpose is to | 
bring to light any claims of “vested 


rights” in the air and to fix irrevoc- 
ably the United States government’s 
exclusive rights to the wave-length 
over its territory at home and over- 
seas. 


Through some unaccountable caure, 
the resolution failed, in the clozing 
“jam” of the session, to secure the 
signatures of Vice’ President Dawes 
and Speaker Longworth. It is intend- 
ed now to obtain them the moment 
congress is convened and then to send 
the ressolution to the president fur 
his autograph. Both Representative 
White and Senator Dill consider the 
enactment of the “stop-gap” resolu- 
tion an important condition precedent 
to radio legislation. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

Stop-Gap Resolution. 


That until otherwise provided 
by law, no origina] license for 
the operation of any radio broad- 
casting station, shall be granted 
for longer periods than 90 duys 
and no original license for the 
operation of any other class of 
radio station and no renewal of 
the license for an existing station 
of any other class than a broad- 
casting station, shall be granted 
for longer periods than two 
years; and that no original radio 
license or the renewal of an ex- 
isting license shall be granted 
after the date of the passage of 
this resolution unless the appli- 
cant therefor shall execute in 
writing a waiver of any right or 
of any claim to any right, as 
against the United States, to auy 
wave length or to the use of the 
ether in radio transmission »®- 
cause of previous license to use 
the same or because of the use 
thereof, 

The important clause of the “stop 
gap” resolution is the provision for a 
waiver of any claim to a vasted 

roprietorship of a wave length. 
That is to say, congress is intent upon 
depriving a station that has been 
operating a certain wave length in the 
past from any “ownership” of that 
length. Ownership, congress will in- 
sist, must eternally remain with Uncle 
Sam, to have, to hold and to assign 
at his exclusive will. 

There have been efforts to attach 
to both the White and the Dill bills 
an amendment which would give “pri- 
ority” rights in wave lengths to 
broadcasters which have been using 
them. But it is not likely this con- 
cession will be granted. Congress 
rather will assume that, when the 
government assigns or reassigns ware 
lengths, it will take “priority” con- 
ditions “duly into consideration, but 
there’s no disposition to tie the gov- 
ernment’s hands by act of congress. 

White’s Contentions. 

Representative White's position is 
that radio control can effectively be 
left with the department of commerce 
and every reasonable contingency of 
the future met by creating an “ap- 
pellate radio commission” within the 
department. 

This view, which has Coolidge ad- 
ministration support, is approved in 
executive quarters on the additional 
ground that Washington already is 
sufficiently cluttered up with “bureau- 
eratic’” agencies and commissions 
wielding wide federal authority.

certed to note that the address was 
simply “in the Arctic.” 
Remembering, however, that the 
Canadian government steamship ‘‘Boo- 
thic”’ was at that time in Arctic wa- 
ters, and knowing also that this ship 
had a short-wave radio outfit on board 
similar to his own, he immediately 
put his set into operation in an ef- 
fort to get in communication with the 
boat’s operator. After a few hours he 
was successful, and passed the mes- 
sage to the ‘!Boothic.” 

A few days later he was agreeably 
surprised to get an acknowledgment 
saying that the message had been de- 
livered to the proper party, a Royal 
Northwest policeman on duty in the 
far north, who in thanking the ama 
teur operator wished to explain that 
this message was the second he had 
received from home in two years.

“The time is coming,” he states,

set up a ‘communications commission.’ 
That commission will deal not only 
with radio, but with telegraphs and 
telephones. The public does not gen- 
erally know that the interstate com- 


diction over radio, telegraphy and 
telephony, but has never in fact ex- 
ercised it, being overburdened with 
railroad matters. I think a federal 
radio commission a natural and fea- 
sible foundation stone for the ‘com- 
munications commission’ of the fu- 
ture.” 

The Dill bill repeals the interstate 
commerce commission’s authority over 
elecLrical communications.

The rise of bond prices dur- 
ing- the past month which includes the 
period of heaviest seasonable demand 
on the market, it is pointed out, “‘is 
striking evidence of the. high ines- 
timable surplus of the American peo- 
ple.” 

After pointing out briefly that all 
classes of bonds have been joined in 
the upward price movement it is add- 
el this one unaualified statement: 
“It is clear that yields are undergoing 


a fundamental downward adjustment.” 


Yields Head Downward. 

From the viewpoint of the average 
citizen the foregoing ends at what 
should be the beginning. It is clear 
from the actual evidence at hand in- 
eluding the very low ircome return | 
in this week's offering of the new 
Standard Oil bonds that yields on in- 
yestment securities are headed down- 
ward. But what are the changes in 
fundamentals that are _ bringing 
about the lower income returns on ip- 
yestment securities? 

The answer to this interesting ques- 
tion is that with our large eurning 
power and accumulated wealth we 
ure experiencing a reaction from the 
fundamental conditions existing in the 
investment market during and after 
the war. In 1920 the fourth Liberty 
U. S. government 4 1-4 per cent 
bonds sold at 85.60, making the in- 
eome return 6.6 per cent. On many 
dor.estie industrial bonds the income 
return was as high at 8 per cent or 
more. 

During and after the war the earn- 
ing power of money in industrial en- 
terprises was very high and natural- 
ly the income return on investment 
securities had to adjust itself to these 
conditions. During and after the war 
idle funds must look elsewhere for em- 
ployment. job for idle capital 
to do of bringing out industrial plants 
up to the requirements of demand 
has been done and sonrewhat over- 
done. 

Fundamentals Changed. 

Another change in fundamentals 
that is being reflected in the security 
market.is found in the fact that one- 
half of the world got knocked on_ the 
head as a result of the war. he 
countries still suffering from the war 
have not had their daily normal re- 
quirements satisfied for lack of credit 
to make the necessary purchases, This 
lack of purchasing power has removed 
a certain amount of peace time com- 
petition in the money markets of the 
world, the effect of which is partly 

nsible for the readjustment go- 
ing on in the yield on investment se- 
curities. 

As long as money remains easy 
there is not going to me any sustain- 
ed downward p movement in the 
stock market. Unless something now 
unexpected happens we are likely to 
drift along until our own domestic 
demand for goods or the demand of 
the rest of the world takes up the 
slack in our industria] capacity or 
when idle capital again finds employ- 
ment in enlargin capacity.

Leading traders said today that in 
view of the smallness of stocks of 
wheat in Great Britain and because of 
indications that there was not much 
contracted for ahead, purchases of 
wheat appeared advisable, or at least 
so on all setbacks.

In connection with the Argentine 
wheat outlook, latest news was a 
cable dispatch from Chicago expert 
via Buenos Aires saying west 100 
miles and then south 50, the wheat 
crop promises six bushels an acre or 
less.

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Dramatist and Wit Says 
He Doesn’t Agree With 
_Anything—Not Even 
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BY JAMES P. HOWE. ., 
London. November 20.—(/)—“it’s 
up to the Swedish academy,” said 
George Bernard Shaw in a telephone 
interview with the Associated Press 
today in* which he was informed that 


» his rejection yesterday of the money 


prize’ connected with the Nobel lit- 
ératu le award was interpreted in 
) holm as fantamount to rejection 
of the entire award. 

“I'm not worrying,” the dramatist 
added. “Let them do that—but I am 
certainly going to be a .most inter- 
ested front row spectator in the dis- 
cussion which I hope will develop now 
around the question of giving prizes 
to writers.” 
_ Asked if he agreed with Sinclair 
Lewis, who refused the Pulitzer prize 
on the ground that prizes were bad 
for literature, Shaw snapped: “I do 
mot agree with anything!” 

He said he wanted to see the whole 
_ gubject threshed out in the press. Also 
he was thankful for Lewis’ action, be- 
cause it had called his attention to 
the Pulitzer prize, which he had nev- 
er heard of before. He would not say 
whether he was against the idea of 
offering awards, but felt sure a gen- 
eral discussion among the press and 
the public would be most interesting. 

The famovs dramatist was in an 
excellent mood  today—feeling so 
splendidly, in fact that he talked to 
his interviewer over the telephone 
from his Adelphi Terrace flat, over- 
looking the Thames, : 

Shaw, it must be understood. hates 
telephones nearly as emphatically as 
Rudyard Kipling and Sir James Bar- 
rie, the latter of whom has his tele- 

hene number registered in his but- 
er’s name. 

All telephone calls fo the Shaw 
home usually are answered by his 
housekeeper or secretary. Shaw does 
not care for interviews, either, and 
to make certain there are no intrud- 
ers, has an iron gate in front of the 
entrance to his flat. 

But he is intensely curious, and 
was much more curious than usual 
this morning—so curious in fact that 
his secretary could nct quite satisfy 
him after the interviewer had talked 
twice to her on the phone, saying he 
had an interesting dispatch from 
Stockholm. 

The secretary was told that the 
Stockholm message was of much in- 
terest to Shaw, but was not told what 
it was all about. 

“Ts it a long dispatch?” the secre- 
tary asked. 

“Yes, quite lengthy,” she was told. 

“Well, wait a moment. I will see 

what Mr. Shaw is doing.” 
’ Then. a few seconds later, a voice 
thundered over the wire: “Bernard 
Shaw speaking. What is it, anyway, 
that you have from Stockholm? 

He was told briefly that the Swed- 
ish reaction to his letter accepting 
the honor of the award, but declining 
the prize money was that it was tan- 
tamount to declining the entire 
award. 

“Well 
pears as if I had started something. 
I certainly didn’t intend to—nothing 
of. the kind ever entered my mind.’ 
As the atithor took a breath, the 
interviewer ventured to ask: “Do you 
agree with Lewis?” 

It was at this point that Shaw rat- 
tled the phone—earpiece, mouthpiece 
and everything it seemed, by replying 
in his deepest and gruffest voice: “I 
don’t agree with anything!” 

There were a few seconds of si- 
lence, and the interviewer thought he 
heard a series of chuckles, which 
threatened to become real laughter, 
but didn’t. Then the voice at the oth- 
er end became milder and took on 
quite a serious tone, saying: 

“Let's have a general discussion In 
the press as to whether awards are 
‘ yeally good: for literature. I certainly 
will be interested in the outcome. 

Someone in the house banged a 
door, but this distracted Shaw only 
for a moment. 

“Vwhat's that?’ he remarked aside; 
then continued with something not 
quite cleas about “American millidn- 
aires,’ and the interviewer ventured 
to ask: “W-hat was that, please, 
- about the millionaires?” 
‘“"There may be more prizes for lit- 
erature at any time,” Shaw contin- 
ued.

J mean by a full, or com- 
plete, treaty of arbitration, the agree- 
ment between two nations not to fight 
over any question, but to submit all 
questions to an arbitration tribunal. 

It will be recalled that when Presi- 
dent Taft negotiated such a treaty 
with England, that it was defeated in 
the United States senate, on the 
ground that we could net afford to 
submit “questions of vital interest 
and of honor’ to any court of arbi- 
tration. This can mean nothing else, 
but that we insist upon reserving for 
our own independent decision, the very 
questions over which nations do fight. 
Instantly there arises the question, 
suppose the other nation will not ac 
cept our independent decision? What 
will we do then? There are only two 
niternatives, either we must tmidly 
back down, or enforce our decision 
arms. Here, then, is the erux: of 
the whole question, Shall the final 
arbiter be reason or force”?

Six tons of poison have been dust- 
ed from an airplane flying over Peni- 
suln State Park, Wisconsin, accord- 
ing to an announceient from Stur- 
geon Bay, Wisconsin, in an effort to 
save 500 acres of hemlock forest. 
Calcium arsenate was used in the 
air attack on worms which are said 
to have destroyed 6,000,000 feet of 
timber since lost fall. 

“Poison has entered the ranks of 
big business within the last 15 years,” 
says a bulletin of the National Geo- 
graphie society {rom its headquarters 
in Washington, D. C. “Poison is now 
broadcast over cotton fields as well as 
forests. Death-dealing poison is the 
policeman of orchards and vineyards 
and a swatter of insects. It is guar- 
dian of water supplies. godfather to the 
grain crop, first assistant to the doc- 
tor, and aid to the —_terinary. Many 
agencies are booming the poison trade. 

“On a certain block of 15th street, 
S. W., in Washington, there is a 
three- story brick building. To all ap- 
pearances it is a small apartnient 
house. There is a Herculean task go- 
ing on in this smug lodging with flap- 
ping awnings.

Those qualities have inspired the 
great popularity he enjoys with the 
people of the great city and state.

Can He Make the Grades? 

The main question with party lead- 
ers is: 

“Can he be nominated?’ 

On that you find sharply contes:. 
ing opinions, backed by various an¢d 
sundry reasons. Without detailing 
them, let some records be recalled. 

In 1920 the New Yorkers presented 
Governor Smith with their strongest 
backing, On the first ballot he got 
100 votes—about 10 per cent of all. 
Only two uf them were from a south- 
ern state—Alabama, and only seven 
from west of New York state. 

In 1924 he was the principal con- 
tender against McAdoo, who was thie 
strongest aspirant in the field. Me-

Only one of those ten prominen: 
democrats at the table believed thai 
he could win the election, and that 
one was of the three southern men 
present. He believed the southern 
electoral votes and those of New York. 
New Jersey, Maryland and Missouri 
would elect Smith. 

All the others in the group had rea- 
sons for believing that he would fail 
of election by a wider margin than 
Cox in 1920 or Davis in 1924. More 
than one of them foresaw a fatal di- 
vision of the party on the religious 
and prohibition issues.

It compels omis- 
sion of any attempt to characterize the 
minor characters who figured in one 
way or another. The article, in short, 
nims to detach the Fall and Doheny 
ease from the immense and intricate 
drama which the Harding administra- 
tion was. at administration is the 
subject of one novel just issued. Actu- 
ally, the Harding administration con- 
tains the material for dozens of novels. 
Also it should be stated the brevity 
of this summary forbids mention of 
what is claimed by the accused and 
their friends in defense or extenuation. 
The limited aim of the summary is tv 
state the outstanding facts in such an 
order as can be most readily under- 


stood, and to do so, of course, withont 


prejudice. It should be read with 
the qualification that the defense will 
be made in the coming trial. 


Atbert Fall had been a familiar fig- 
ure in Washington for nearly 10 years 
before he entered the cabinet. His 
appearance attracted attention, con- 
veyed the notion of a definite, out- 
standing personality. He wore the 
wide-brimmed hat of the southwest. 
He had the bearing of a man who has 
spent a good deal of his life in the 
saddie. His eres carried the same 
sign, the distant look and the other 
characteristics of a man who has lived 
for years in what the “movies | call 
“the great open spaces. He’ had 
spent most of his life on. cattle 
ranges and as a prospector in New 
Mexico. At various times he had 
been a member of the New Mexico 
legislature and an associate justice 
of the New Mexico supreme court. 
He had come to Washingten as a 
United States senator in 1912. 

As a senator Mr. Fall was not a 
faverite of the “highbrows” in politics. 
That. however, was largely explained 
by his presumed views about the con- 
servation of public lands, an issue then 
acute. Fal! was regarded as decidedly 
o. the old-fashioned side of the ques- 
tion. However. nobody thought of that 
as more than an honest difference of 
opinion, due largely to his personal 
background. No comment on Fall as 
a politician went further than to say 
he was a natural fruit of the political 
soil from which he had come. He 
lived in a state where large numbers 
of the voters are aliens, natives of 
Mexice, and are unable to read or 
write. Washington took it for grant- 
el that Fall's wavs in politics were 
the wars of the frontier community, 
and no one thought particularly the 
worse of him. The fact is, Fall as 
a senator was rather popular. He 
made an impression of forthrightness, 
even .f courage; and loyalty to his 
group was a conspicuous virtue with 
him. 


Falls.group in the senate was the 
group that included also Senator War- 
ren G. Harding, of Ohio. When Hard- 
ing became president, March 4, 1921, 
he put Fall in his cabinet as secretary 
of the interior. There was some little 
dismay about that among the “high- 
brows.” because the interior depart- 
ment has charge of the nation’s pub- 
lic lands. Those public lands had 
been the stake in the long fight on 
eonservation initiated by President

o what extent Fall may haye ex- 
pected to be secretary of state, to what 
extent Harding may have saponeed 
to give him that past, there is, so 
far as I know, no record. “It is e:r- 
tain that Harding was very friendly 
to Fall and frequently went out of 
his way to praise him ta ae , On 
an occasion during Harding’s admin- 
istration, when a vacan¢ty occurred 
on the supreme court of the United 
States, gossip began to say Hard- 
ing would promote Fall from the cab- 
inet office he already held to the su- 
preme court. This became a news- 
paper rumor and Harding, denying it 
one day to newspaper men, took pains 
to say that he regarded Fall as capable 
of being a justice of the supreme. court 
and had the highest opinion of him 
in all respects. 

I have said that Fall as secretary 
ef the interior had control over all 
the country’s public lands. There 
was one exception, and that exception 
is a most important detail in next 
week's trial. : 

Some of the public lands contained 
oil. Just before Fall took office, dur- 
ing the closing months ef Woodrow 
Wilson's presidency, the latter’s sec- 
retary of the navy, Josephus Daniels, 
had conceived the idea that the oil- 
hearing lands of the publie ought to 
he reserved for all time for the use 
of the United States navy, and should 
be put under control of the navy de- 
partment. This was done as one of 
the last official acts of President Wil- 
SOM, 

Consequently when Fall took office 
he found himself master over all the 
public lands of the country—except 
the oil lands. 


Three months after Fall beca.ne sec- 
retary there came from President 
Harding an executive order transfer- 
ring the control of the navy oil r-- 
serve land from the navy department 
back to the department of the interior. 
I{arding explained that both his sec- 
retary of the interior, Fall, and his 
secretary of the navy, Denby, had 
united in requesting him, Harding, 
to make the change. 

(At this point ocours the first of 
several reflections about the misfor- 
tunes dictated by brevity. The pre- 
cise part Denby had in these cases 
filled pages of congressional debate 
and ultimately resulted in his retire- 
ment. Fairness calls for definition 
of just how Detiby figured, but space 
forbids it.) a 

Fall by his executive order, which 
he himself had written and which 
Harding had signed at his request— 
Fall was now, three months after he 
came into office, in control of the 
navy oil reserve lands. 


This executive order passed almost 
unnoticed, except by a few men in 
the senate, among them the late Sen- 
nator La Follette. La Follette be- 
eaeme watchful. To him about a year 
later, in April, 1922, came a rumor 
that Fall had unostentatiously leased 
the navy’s oil reserves to private in- 
dividuals. Immediately La Follette 
introduced a resolution calling for a 
senate investigation of the whole mat- 
ter. It was then, in April, 1922. re- 
vealed that Fall had leased some of 
the oil reserves located in Wyoming 
(known as Teapot Dome) to Harry 
F. Sinclair; and others, the Elk Hills 
reserves, in California, to Edward L. 
Doheney. ’

“ On November 3, 1923, Walsh pro- 


duced a witne.s who caused Wash- 
ington to take some little notice, and 
yet not much. On that day Car 
Magee, editor of “The New Mexico 
State Tribune,” of Albuquerque, in- 
formed the committee that Fall had 
told him, in 1920 (that is, just before 
Fall became secretary of the interior), 
that he, Fall, was “completely broke.” 
Magee further said that since that 
time and during Fall’s tenure of the 
interior department great improve- 
ments had been made on Fall's ranch 
at Three Rivers, N. M. = Qn this 
same day Walsh read into the records 
an affidavit from the treasurer of 
Otero county, New Mexico, that Fall 
had been delinquent on his taxes for 
10 years, running back to 1912. but 
that in June, 1922, Fall had paid up 
in full.

Doheny, to whom Fall had made the, 


Elk Hills lease, testified before 
Walsh's committee. Doheny pictured 
the transaction ss merely an ordinary 
busines sone. He claimed vehemently 
that the tratisaction was fair to the 
government and of great benefit to 
the navy. 

At this time. early December, 1923, 
the feeling was common that Walsh's 
investigation amounted to little. The 
newspapers paid scant attention to it. 
The feeling was there was nothing in 
the case except that perhaps Fall 
had erred in making these leases with- 
out sufficient publicity and without 
getting competing bids. 


Then Senator Walsh produced a 
real sensation. He revealed that “just 
about the time Fall entered upon these 
negotiations (the lease of government 
land to Doheny) -he (Fall) had 
purchased . the finest ranch in 
that part of New Mexico. . . that he 
. and that the 
first payment of $10,000 was in cash, 
in $100 bills, which he took from a 
tin box in which there were other 
bills.” 

This was a genuine sensation. Plain- 
ly it called for a further installment 
of testimony from Mr. Fall. Fall did 
not, however, testify. Instead, on 
December 26, 1923, he sent a letter 
to the chairman of the committee, in 
which he said:

The Pilgrims of the Mayflower are 
often 4)nfused with the English Puri- 
tans of a later exodus. The former 
group of exiles brought with them 
many of tlhe finer traditions of Con- 
tinental Protestantism which they had 
imbibed during their stay in Holland. 
ret the members of the Plymouth 
colony did not discover freedom, nor 
is it in any sufficient sense a 
modern innovation. But they gave it 
a splendid impetus which jaundiced 
criticism cannot obscure. The Puri- 
tan forefathers as a whole should not 
be too severely arraigned for their oc- 
casional departures from the principle 
of toleration, The lessons of this vir- 
tue have always been exceedingly dif- 
ficult to learn and obey. Even to- 
day the intolerant and bigoted Ameri- 
ean who sins against light and knowl- 
edge is one of our social specters. 

New England needs no defense from 
me or from anybody else.

COMPLAINTS OF PLAIN PEOPLE 
(“The trouble with a lot of plain 

people is they know so many things 

which ain’t so.”’—John Billings.) 


Perhaps nobody will be interested 
in complaints of the plain people, now 
that election is over, but the prevailing 
majority in the indolence of office and 
the leisure of preferment should give 


a glanee at the following tabulation 


of the amount and kinds of illness ob- 
served in a survey of a representative 
group of people, numbeting 8,587 per- 
sons in 1,815 households in various 
sections of Hagerstown, Maryland. 
This survey was made by a statisti- 
cian of the United States public health 
scrvice. It does not purport to in- 
clude every illness which occurred 
among «these eight thousand or more 
people in the course of the 28 months 
of observation, yet it does give a fairly 
accurate measure of the prevalence of 
sickness, a measure which we cannot 
make with the ordinary mortality sta- 
tistics or even with such morbidity re- 
ports as may he compiled by the health 
authorities. Most sicknesses which tem- 
porarily disable or confine or keep 
from work or from school are not re- 
corded. 

Hagerstown, where the survey was 
made, has.a population of about 30,- 
000, 90 per-cent native, 5 per cent 
colored. 3 per cent illiterate. The de-

In the face of all health, medical 
or other authorities who believe ex- 
posure to cold or wet is of any im- 
portarice as a factor of illness, there 
is little prospect of any further prog- 
ress in the prevention of these res- 
piratory diseases. HIuman nature is 
selfish, and the majority of us will 
always justify our personal propaga- 
tion of the cri by the assurance of the 
health authorities that some “colds’’ 
are not infectious. This bit of equivo- 
eation on the part of the health au- 
thorities is analogous with the hootch 
lovers’ propaganda inv behalf of “light 
wine and beer.”’ 

I do not believe a universal ac- 
ceptance of the teaching that all of 
these acute respiratory diseases are 
infectious and final rejection of the 
notion that any .of them may be 
caused in any other way, would put 
an end to this disgracefully high mor- 
bidity from respiratory disease. Ty- 
phoid fever still prevails, though it is 
now half a century since the notion 
that it was “produced by emanations 
from decaying organic matter’ wai 
discarded and the infectious character 
of the disease recognized. But ty- 
phoid fever is no longer a scourge, as 
it was before its infectiousness bacame 
known. So I believe the renunciation 
morbid, uuwhole- 


some and unprofitable faney of “tak- 
jing cold” will bring the sickness rate 
'for respiratory disease down. to some- 


thing like that for digestive diseases

to us. Our men were growing rest- 
less and getting out of order when 
General Forrest gaye the command to 
retreat and it was a welcome word, 

The way of retreat lay’ through a 
beach grove enclosed by an old planta- 
tion rail fence and only one gap 
down. We went through in the order 
of a flock of sheep, and being sprin- 
kled by the leaves and limbs of the 
trees that gave way to the swarms 
of grape and cannister shot. 


I was riding a high-strung roan 
mare I called Della. When I reached 
the gap the lieutenant colonel of the 
Second Georgia was trying to control 
the rush through the gap. I knew 
he was wanting to get through him- 
self and it was no time for courtesies. 
I pfNed the spur. Della sprang for- 
ward and fell broadside in the gap. 
I thought the victim of a grape, but 
she was quick on her feet and I was 
quick in the saddle. Out of range 
for grape shot, they changed to bomb 
shells and solid shot and they 
skimmed the face of the hillside. 

Uurges Men Back. 


I knew Della was a dear good girl, 
but I had never seen her brought 
down to brass tacks, but when the 
command was given to halt Della was 
at the front and in full bloom. Gen- 
eral Forrest reassembled us in the 
street, made us a short speech, re- 
counting what had been accomplished 
and, pointing back at the hilltop, he 
said: “When that battery and its sup- 
porters are ours the day’s work will 
be complete and ‘they must, they will, 
they shall surrender to us this day.’ 
Is there a Georgian or Texan or a 
Tennessean here who will fail to do 
his whole duty? I feel not—I know 
not. Fellow soldiers, follow me,’’ and 
he carried us right back to take that 
battery. 

I thought, “Yes, Colonel, I will fol- 
low you and do the best I can, but 
I would not have you to know how 
mortally bad I hate to do it.” 

We were dismounted and ordered 
to take the battery and we moved 
to the task; before a gun was fired 
we were ordered to “lie down.” It 
is a strange story to tell, but I went 
fast to sleep under the muzzle of hos- 
tile guns. My brother waked me to 
see a bunch of mounted men riding 
from the battery to our line with the 
United States flag.

It was 
all over, the day was ours and Gen- | 
eral Forrest awarded the battery to 
the Second Georgia cavalry, declaring | 
that regiment fairly won it. 


General Forrest held General Crit- 
tendon and his brigade as prisoners 
and all that pertained to the brigade, 
and he marched them away. By the 
time this movement began fresh troops 
were arriving to relieve General Crit- 
tendon and they pushed up until the 
next Tuesday, 10 o'clock. We were 
several times formed 
but not a shot was exchanged. When 
we were allowed to stop, our men and 
horses seemed almost dead. Poor Della 
spread her feet and braced her nose 
against the ground and I coiled up 
under the shade of a shock of wheat 
and cared for nothing but to be let 
alone. 

The private soldier prisoners were 
paroled and allowed to go home. I 
was on General Bragg’s Kentucky 
campaign in Elizabeth City, an old 
lady gave me a breakfast and asked 
me about the Murfreesboro fight. She 
told me Abe Lincoln had cut many 
fires of wood for her and the brigade 
we captured at Murfreesboro were all 
mustered out of the service of the 
United States for taking such a @is- 
gracéful-whipping as they picked -up 
at Murfreesboro, Tenn., but I always 
thought they were good soldiers: their | 
officers were to blame for the sur- 
prise. If they had been in a_ posi- 
tion to fight they would not have bad | 
one thrust upon them.

Where life 
began it is still almost as 
secret as its start. Near the 
equator the soul of man is 
; direct and simple, allied with 
, fecund nature ef his jungles 
and seas. 
sitic. growths which climb the erect 
and strangle their supporters. The 
waters are quick with fish and reptiles 
that devour one another. Strange 
birds and beasts haunt the dark soli- 
tudes of forest and swamp.  Hurri- 
canes, floods, and earthquakes again 
and again lay low all achievements. 
Man knows a tenure as insecure as 


the garden ant from the foot of the — 


passerby. The amazing and wanton 
aspects of nature are reflected in his 
primitive heart. His thoughts are as 
instinctive as hunger; his actions as 
sponianeous as lightning. 

Except for the savage first-comers, 
expelled to the mountains, man has 
stayed by the water. The rivers are 
the living arteries of the social body; 
the brooks and creeks its veins. To 
the Malay these are the most familiar 
ways of movement. On them he ts 
more at home than on the soil.

The Rio Tinto, though a broad 
river when it reaches the high plains 
of the island of Luzon, still. pulsates 
with violent currents, the curse of its 
mountain birth, and its memories of 
torture in narrow, bowldered gorges. 

At the village of Palma the river 
knows a quiet moment and for hun- 
‘dreds of years the only crossing in a 
dozen miles has been there. Though 
far away from any city or even con- 
siderable town, and itself with only 
a thousand or so people, the passage 
ovér the Rio Tinto made the village 
notable throughout Luzon.

‘Salamit, senor!’ exclaimed our 
host, in a high, pained voice. ‘‘Madre 
de dios! Can Salamit do what Palma 
cannot? Jamas! Never; I will go 
at once with you to the presidente. 
He will arrange for you. A balsa is 
being made. My daughter, too, wishes 
to cross to visit her aunt, a few miles 
down, after all these years away in 
Manila. She has been awaiting the 
new balsa. No hay de prisa! There 
is plenty of time!” 

The village of Palma had but one 
wide street. On this were the houses 
of the leading residents, large room- 
ed, two-story dwellings with gardens 
of mangos, oranges, lemons and 
bananas and many flowers. The presi- 
dente, the mayor of Palma, lived in 
the best. % 

“The family of Don Simplicio has 
been in Palma always,”’ said our guide 
as we approached the house. ‘‘His 
father was our presidente; they say 
his great-grandfather, too.” 

The mayor was on his verantfa. He 
had learned of the presence of two 
Americans in the village and had 
hoped that we would do him the 
honor of calling upon him.

Our impressions of Palma. Few 
Americans came that way.

“Resurreccion and Pepe are the 
wisest balseros of Palma,’”’ he Said.

Ashley went practically unheralded 
beyond the boundaries of the Ever- 
glades. He followed in the footsteps 
of his father, defying the law at every 
turn, and showing supreme con- 
tempt for prison walls. Justice put 
him in jail many tintes, but never kept 
him there, and, once free in his own 
country, the law had to admit defeat. 
When justice did get him finally it 
was with a gun. Some say it was a 
machine gun that killed the outlaw.

John Ashley, the Everglades out- 
law and murderer, should hate been 
born about forty years earlier, for he 
had the instincts of a desperado of the 
old school. He cut quite a figure 
while he lasted, and his ability to es- 
cape from‘practically any jail was 
something to marvel at; but he lived 
in the civilized 1900’s—and he was 
doomed from the start. 

To this young gunman, law and 
order was something distinctly dis- 
tasteful. He had been taught to hate 
Sheriffs and their deputies from his 
earliest childhood and what he wasn’t 
taught he picked up from his father 
and his father’s gun-toting associates. 
By the time he was a youth, Ashley 
had all the makings of a regular old- 
time bad man. 

Their Home Life. 

Long before anything like a real 
estate boom had come.to Florida, the 
Ashley family had lived «n_ the 
’Glades. Thirty years ago an officer 
of the law would have thought twice 
before venturing into the dank fast- 
nesses wherein the Ashley and simi- 
lar law-defying families moved and 
had their being. 

The Ashley home was in ade 
county, about 50 miles from Palm 
Beach. They were uneducated folk, 
of almost primitive instincts, and there 
is evidence that their blood had teen 
somewhat thinned by too much inter- 
marriage. They had a few chickens 
and a small vegetable garden. They 
distilled just about enough moonshine 
for what they called sociable pur- 
poses.

As has been said, John and _ his 
younger brothers were early nurtured 
in the ways of the desperado, for their 
father had long been a member of the 
notorious Rice gang, which had ter- 
rorized that region of Florida for 
many years. The father was accus- 
tomed to regaling the household with 
Stories of his exploits. Naturally the 
officers of the law did not figure very 
brilliantly in these tales. 

Eventually, however, a new sheriff 
came into office in Dade county— 
Dan Hardie. He decided that the time 
had come for a showdown between 
the Rice gang and the police and one

of his first acts as sheriff was to ar- 
rest Jim. Tucker, one of the ring- 
leaders, in connection’ with a bank 
robbery at Miami.

ley are said to have done the work. 
They were trailed by Sheriff Hardie 
and a deputy for twenty-one days. It 
was a terrific ordeal for the officers, 
but they finally caught up with the 
crowd. Immediately a gun fight 
began. 

“We got a coupie of their men,” 
relates Hardie, ‘“‘but they got Hend- 
rickson, my deputy. Then I nailed 
John Ashley, the others getting away, 
and 1 brought my prisoner back to 
Miami and put him in jail.” 

Hardie knew an attack might be 
made on the jail any night, so he took 
extra precautions to safeguard the

to jail. Later the outlaw was sent 
to prison, only to escape. His career 
ended when he was drowned trving 
to elude a posse by swimming a river. 

One by one, in the face of threats 
and the most desperate attempts to 
take his life, Hardie succeeded in put- 
ting the Rice crowd away. Leland 
Rice, chief ringleader, was killed; 
Frank Rice was sent away for life, 
and Hugh Alderman received a stiff 
prison sentence. 

In the place of the Rice gang came 
a new crowd, the Ashley-Mobley com- 
bine, composed of members of these 
families. The Mobleys, headed. by 
Wesley Mobley, lived next to the Ash- 
leys. TThe\two families, in fact, occu- 
pied adjoining frame houses a mile or 
so from the Dixie highway, near 
Jupiter. 

That is, they maintained residences 
theres Most of the time they spent at 
one or the other of their various 
camps, scattered through the all but 
impenetrable wilderness. 

John Ashley, now a long, lean, 
powerful woodsman and crack shot, 
came naturally into the leadership of 
this new group of Everglades ter- 
rorists. Among his own kind, he in- 
spired loyalty of a sort, and even 
among law-abiding folk he came in 
time to be regarded as something 
more than an ordinary crook. 

The legend that has grown up 
around him insists that he never rob- 
bed the poor, never stooped to petty 
thefts and never violated a friendship. 


The Bullets Whiz. 


One of the first jobs pulled by the 
Ashleys was in 1915 when they blew 
a safe in Miami. John and Bob Ash-

place. He had it barred up securely 
and back of the wooden door leading 
to the main cell he had an iron plate 
inserted. A strong chain was then at- 
tached to the door so that it might be 
opened only a short distance. 


“The attack came one evening 
while | was on my way home to sup- 
per,’’ continued the officer. ‘‘A fel- 
low came running up to me with the 
news that the Ashley gang was trying 
to liberafe John. I hailed an automo- 
bile and drove back to the jail. When 
[ reached there the jailer was dead, 
also a policeman, but John was still 
in jail, 

“I caught a glimpse of Beb Ash- 
ley and opened fire. He returned my 
fire and then started to run, | follow- 
ing him. We met on a side street on 
the other side of the city and in an 
exchange of shots there I got him. 
He died before we rcached the hos- 
pital.” 

John Ashley was sentenced to 
prison but escaped. The next the law 
heard of him he had killed Osceoia 
Tiger, a Seminole Indian. Tiger was 
on his way to Miami with a toad of 
animal skins when Ashley killed him, 
stole the skins and robbed the body 
of a wallet containing $500. 


Accompanied by a federal officer, 
Hardie again went into the Everglades 
and again succeeded in capturing the 
murderer. For the trial the sheriff 
swore out extra deputies and posted 
them at vantage points in the court- 
room as a precaution against a stam- 
pede by the Ashley-Mobley crowd. 

The stampede never came off. 
Ashley was sentenced to seventeen 
years in‘ the state penitentiary. . 
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And again he escaped. 

“I knew and most of the authori- 
ties knew he was.in hiding somewhere 
in the neighborhood of Palm Beach, 
but for a long while he managed to 
elude every effort to hunt him down,” 
said the sheriff. ‘‘He knew that coun- 
try as no law officer knew it, and he 
could stand the hardships of a hunt 
much better than we could. The 
‘Glades were his natural element.” 

It was after Ashley’s escape from 
the penitentiary that Hanford Mobley 
first came into prominence. 

Mobley to Fore. 

Young Mobley at.this time was but 
a youth in lis teens? but -he had come 
to look upon Ashley as a hero and a 
man to emulate. The two became 
fast friends, subsequently working to- 
gether on a great many Criminal op- 
erations. 

Mobley’s first piece of work in- 
volved the robbing of the saloon 
“bank’’ at Wést End, 2 liquor deposit 
in the Bahamas, forty miles off the 
coast, of $8,000. . 

A short time afterward Mobley 
presented for payment in the bank at 
Stuart, Fla., a cashier’s check for $1,- 
500 stolen in the West End affair. 
When the bank refused to honor the 
check, he and Ashley decided to rob 
the place. It was one of the most 
daring bank robberies on record. 

The pair dressed themselves in fe- 
male attire and then entered the bank 
in broad daylight. ‘The cashier and 
other employees were forced to open 
up the vaults. When a depositor en- 
tered he joined the others, hands high 
in the air. The robbers escaped with 
$20,000. 

Late the same night Mobley was 
captured in a railroad station, most of 
the booty being fourd on him. He 
was brought back to West Palm 
Beach to face a twenty-year sentence, 
but he never served a day of it. A 
morning came when his cell. was 
found empty, with the prisoner flown. 
John Ashley was generally credited 
with having engineered this escape. 

They Turn to Hijacking. 

Thereafter, for a period, the Ash- 
lev-Mobley gang specialized in hijack- 
ing on the high seas. Their swift 
boat, manned by men who were all 
crack shots, became the terror of the 
coast. They were able to amass a 
small fortune raiding the rum runners. 

So persistent and successful were 
these efforts that the British govern- 
ment finally took a hand, offering a 
reward for the capture of the bandits 
for piracy on the high seas. The re- 
ward: was never collected. 

This liquor business of the Ashleys 
was well organized and exceedingly 
profitable. Bill Ashley, a good-look- 
ing chap, whose appearance was any- 
thing but that of a desperado, was 
salesman for the gang. He mixed 
with the fashionable tourists at Palm 
Beach, and they paid good prices. 

Late in the fall of 1923 John Ash- 
ley again robbed the bank at Stuart, 
and this job marked the beginning of 
the end for him, for Florida was be- 
ginning to boom, vast developments 
were being planned. The more pro- 
gressive citizens began to worry about 
Ashley’s continued freedom. 

“It’s bad for business,” they point- 
ed out. 

The result was that Bob Baker, 
who had just succeeded his father as 
sheriff of Palm Beach county, under- 
took the job of capiuring Ashley and 
cleaning up the Everglades gang of 
outlaws. The office of sheriff had 
remained in the Eaker family for 
nearly fifty years. Until now. there 
had never been a complaint. 

On the morning of January 9, 
1924, Depity Sheriff Fred Baker (no 
relation to the sheriff) and a posse 
of twenty-five men surrounded the 
Ashley and Mobley dwellings and 
called upon the gang to surrender. 
The answer to this isummons was a 
burst of female laughter. The offi-

N inaugurating the weekly bridge 
Bi aces which start today and will 
appear in The Constitution every 
week hereafter, I 
wish to asgure my 
readers that there are 
now more. auction 
bridge players in the 
United States and 
Canada than ever 
before there were 
players of any one 
game in the whole 
1 world. The inher- 

ent intellectual 
charm of the game is mainly respon- 
sible for this; but most of the recent 
enormous growth of bridge popularity 
has been due to the realization that 
the game produces infinitely greater 
* success and pleasure when played 
soundly, 
rectly. 

Poker used to De caliec | 
American card game; it i.. le of 
individual initiative, blutts and 
‘‘hunches.” In the past, too many 
bridge players have played ‘poker 
bridge;”’ but gradually—lately not so 
«radually—the players of the coun- 
iry have had their eyes opened to the 
realization that tactics they once 
thought clever have been decreasing 
theiregains when they were winning, 
and increasing their losses when they 
were losing. They have simultaneous- 
ly realized the desirability of being a 
partner who is sound rather than one 
who is shunned; also the enjoyment 
and gratification that come from suc- 
cessful participation in scientific 
bridge cooperation. Accurate infer- 


‘onal 


ence is crowding out blind guessing, , 


and cooperaffve partnership bidding 
and play are superseding the old “‘I- 
play-my-own-cards” attitude. As a 
result, thousands who did not play 
bridge at all, or who played a little 
and did not care for it, have been 
transformed into real bridge fans. 
Mathematical probability is the 
basis of practically every bridge con- 
vention, and it is obvious that when 
any given bid or play will win more 
often than it will lose, the player who 
uses it must be the gainer in the long 
run. To be the partner who is sought, 
to be the player who wins far oftener 
than he loses, is to be the player who 
obtains maximum enjoyment from the 
game; to attain all this, it is necessary 


conventionally and cor-. 


to understand and follow _the recog- 
nized conventions which have passed 
the mathematical tests and been ap- 
proved by the experts. 

While it may seem to be a strange 
comparison, bridge in one respect re- 
sembles football; in that game, it Is of 
vital importance for every member of 
the team to fully understand and ac- 
curately follow the signal given at the 
start of play. So in bridge, a player 
must comprehend and be guided by 
the information given by his partner’s 
declarations and plays. To team sat- 
isfactorily, partners must be able to 
accurately speak and to fully under- 
stand the convention language/of the 
bridge table. The object of these 
articles will be to aid all who wish to 
become dependable partners; by clari- 
fying points that are not generally un- 
derstood, and by calling to their at- 
tention instructive bridge situations of 
real interest. 

We shall start off today by consid- 
ering a type of play which perhaps 
occurs as frequently as any other and 
which, while not difficult to handle, 
is apt to be muffed unless the player 
of the combined hands (the declarer) 
thoroughly understands the way to 
manage it. 

-Players of even moderate experi- 
ence realize the advantage of leading 
toward such high-card combinations 
as: Ace-Queen-Jack; King-Jack-Ten; 
King-Queen-Ten; when the missing 
honor or honors is or are adversely 
held. When the adverse strength is 
on the right of declarer’s strong hand, 
a lead toward that strong hand is, of 
course, a lead through the adverse 
strength and thereby the adverse high 
card or cards may be captured or one 
or more of declarer’s cards establish- 
ed. But players who understand the 
desirability of leading toward high 
cards sometimes fall down by failing 
to get the lead into the right hand— 
or failing to get it there often enough; 
this failure may be due to the fact 
that the needed entry cards are not 
there (an incurable difficulty) or to 
inability to discern» a more or less 
deeply hidden entry (an art which 
comes only wtih study and practice), 
or to a too hasty play which wastes 
an entry before its presence or the 
need of it have been observed—a very 
serious defect in a player, and one 
which should be eliminated by culti- 


vating the habit of planning a cam- 
paign before playing from dummy to 
the first trick. 

For example, suppose the contract 
is one no trump and the cards of 
dummy and closed hand are as fol- 
lows: 

Spades: 9-7-6. 

Hearts: 10-8-4. 

Diamonds: Ace-5-3-2. 

Clubs: 9-7-4.

Spades: Ace-Jack-10. 

Hearts: Ace-King-2. 

Diamonds: King-Queen-Jack-4. 

Clubs: Ace-8-6. 

The deuce of clubs is led. Against 
a no trump contract a long suit (that 
is a suit of four or more cards) is the 
one which is originally led and, unless 
by reason of its high cards, the suit is 
opened with an honor, its fourth best 
card (that is, the 6 from King-Jack- 
8-6-3) is selected. When a small 
card which is not necessarily the lead- 
er’s lowest is led (such as, for ex- 
ample, the 6 from the above holding, ) 
it is probable that the leader has a 
lower card and that he is opening a 
suit of more than four cards (he is 
sure to have three higher and if he 
have one lower, the suit is a five-card- 
er; if two lower, the suit is a six 
carder;) but when the card led ts 
necessarily the lowest in the leader’s 
hand (for example, he leads the trey 
and dummy has the deuce), he must 
be opening a suit of exactly four 
cards. | 

In the above hand, the deuce be- 
ing the lowest club, the lead must 
have been froma suit of exactly four 
cards; therefore with the ace in the 
closed hand, the adversaries can make 
at most, only three tricks in Clubs. 
Declarer’s best chance for game is to 
win, in addition to the obvious one 
club, four diamonds, two hearts and 
one spade, and so make nine tricks. 
This can be done by leading spades 
twice from dummy; that will succeed 
if either the king or queen of spades 
is on the right of the closed hand, and 
the chances are very much in favor of 
finding one or both of them there. To 
lead spades twice from dummy, that 
hand must of course take two tricks 


and obtain two leads; it is easy to put 
dummy in twice if the five adverse 
diamonds are divided three in one ad- 
verse hand and two in the other, the 
odds in favor of this division being 
three to one. After winning the third 
round of clubs, declarer should lead 
two high diamonds from closed hand 
and, if both adversaries follow to both 
leads, only one adverse diamond will 
be unplayed. On the third lead of 
diamonds, closed hand ‘should lead 
high and overtake in dummy, which 
leaves dummy with the diamond five 
to win.the fourth diamond trick over 
closed hand’s four. Dummy should 
not then lead the last diamond, but 
Should lead a spade and finesse; and 
as soon as closed hand gets in, dummy 
Shoutd be put in with the extra dia- 
mond entry for a second spade 
finesse. 

The importance of knowing the 
length of the adverse suit is illustrated 
in this hand. Being sure that the 
leader held only four clubs, the de- 
clarer can afford to let the club hand 
win one spade because, with that trick, 
the three club tricks would not save 
the game. 

Now I am going to give you a hand 
to think over for a week. 

Spades: 6-3-2, 

Hearts: 6-4-3, 

Diamonds: King-5-4-3.

The deputy snd his men then pro- 
ceeded into the Everglades about 
three miles and surrounded one of the 
camps the gang had long maintained. 
At a given signal they opened fire. 

Joe Ashley, father of, John, fell at 
the first volley. Immeédiately after 
this John poked his rifle through a 
screen of foliage and shot Baker 
through the heart. 

For fifteen minutes the posse sent 
a hail of bullets into the heavy saw- 
grass which concealed the camp. Then 
they closed in, only to find that Ash- 
ley had escaped with Albert Miller, 
another member of the gang. The 
posse found only Wesley Mobley and 
Laura Upthegrove, a camp follower 
of the gang. | 

The officers took these two in tow, 
as well as all members of the Ashley 
and Mobley families, and locked them 
in the West Palm Beach jail. Three 
posses were then organized and sent 
to hunt Ashley. The first thing they 
did was to set fire to the homes and 
garages of the gang. A hundred arm- 
ed men coursed through the Ever- 
glades. | 3 

Indeed, so enraged and determined 


was Florida justice by this time that 
even the members of the West Palm 
Beach company of the 154th infantry 
were ordared to hold themselves in 
readiness for service. 

Foiled Again. 

The day after the fight in which Joe 
Ashley and Fred Baker died, a posse 
of fifteen men under Deputy Sheriff 
Ernest Malphurs, now chief of police 
of West Palm Beach, was patrolling 
the Dixie highway, near Hobe Sound, 
when they saw Ashley coming through 
a field toward them, less than fifty 
yards away. 

“Come on an’ get me, if you want 
me!’’ called Ashley, and he opened 
fire. 

They didn’t get him. 

Sheriff Bob Baker then took per- 
sonal command of the man hunt. -He 
picketed all roads, closed all bridges, 
and inspected every vehicle passing 
through that region. 

All these elaborate preparations 
netted only Al Miller, the man Ashley 
had escaped with from the camp. He 
was found badly injured, in a little 
cabin near Jupiter. He was locked 
up and the hunt went on. It went on 
for weeks, all to no avail. 

Months passed, and then in the fall 


of 1924 an incident occurred which 
again drew public attention to the 
annoying fact that John Ashley was 
still at large. As a crack flyer of the 
Florida East Coast railroad was speed- 
ing away from Palm Beach, a young 
man sauntered up to the train con- 
ductor and asked to be let off at 
Gomez. 

“This train doesn’t stop at Gomez,’” 
said the conductor. 

“Yes, it does,’’ contradicted the 
passenger, drawing a revolver. ‘“‘My 
name is Hanford Mobley—and I’m 
getting off at Gomez.” 

He got off at Gomez. 

So again public sentiment was stir- 
red up and, what with election time 
approaching and the newspapers say- 
ing things, Sheriff Bob Baker began 
laying plans for another searcf. On 
November 1, 1925, he learned that 
Ashley, Mobley, and several others, 
including Shorty Lynn, an _ escaped 
convict wanted for murder and bank 
robbery, and Clarence Middleton, an- 
other escaped convict wanted for the 
same crimes, were arranging another 
of their profitable little visits to

Sheriff Baker communicated with 


Sheriff. Merritt of St. Lucie county. A 


posse was hurriedly forraed. They 
Stationed themselves at the Sebastian 
river bridge, stretched a heavy chain 
across the bridge, with a red lantern 


to signify that the bridge was closed— 
and waited the approach of the 
enemy. 


What happened then has never 
been explained definitely. According 
to natives, the sheriff's men planted 
machine guns at the bridg@ on each 
side of the road. 

Sheriff Merritt, however, denied 
this. His story was that when Ashley 
and his associates drew up in a flivver 
and got out to examine the chain, 
they were ordered to throw up their 
hands. They surrendered their rifles, 
but then at a given signal drew their 
pistols, according to Merritt. 

In the fight that followed Ashley 
and his pals were killed. ‘The under- 
taker who buried Ashley: said later 
thit the body had been riddled with 
bullets. 

So in one fell swoop the. authorities 
attained their goal and Sheriff Baker, 
to say nothing of the law abiding 
people of the region, heaved long 


sighs of relief.

tion of universal application. A world 
in which there are numerous and rival 
deities is now impossible. Science 
has brought us to where we must be- 
lieve in our God, if we are to believe 
in any at all. 

Dr. J. Arthur Thompson in ‘‘Sci- 
ence and Religion,” writes: ‘The 
world is one, and our vision of God 
is a vision of the ‘One.’ It is an im- 
pressive fact that one system of 
formulation suffices in the chemico- 
physical world from the smallest par- 
ticles to the stellar universe. This 
unification is congruent with the con- 
cept of God.”

II. ° 
There is again the revelation of 
intelligence in nature. 


One must theorize without using his. 


mind who indulges in the speculation 
that we can have an intelligible world 
without a creative and directive mind. 

That which is intelligible demands 
an originating intelligence. 

1. The intelligibility of nature is 
marked by law and orderliness. The 
laws of nature are as truly the laws of 
God ‘as laws in the spiritual realm. 
Theistic scientisis have been aqnicker 


- 


to recognize this than the theoloyvians. 
The theologians have been prone to 
locate God in gaps, and in disorder. 

Dr. Thompson says again: “Science 
discloses a pervading order. The 
properties of things remain approxi- 
mately the same, or if they change it 
is according to rule. There is no 
Capriciousness. Winds and storms 
have their laws.—Even disease has its 
laws; there is an orderliness in the 
occurrence of disorder. We live ina 
cosmos, not in a phantasmagoria.” 

To the same effect, Dr. W. F. Til- 
lett writes: “The microstope in one 
direction and the telescope in another 
have enriched and enlarged immense- 
ly the study of nature in our day, re- 
vealing worlds infinitessimal within 
worlds—atoms within atoms, and 
cells within cells—and worlds be- 
yond worlds, so marvelous and com- 
plex and yet all from the smallest to 
the greatest, so orderly and complete- 
ly organized in each separate detail 
that it is inconceivable that it has all 
come into existence by chance, with- 
out any originating and directing mind 
back of it and over it, and that it 
continues in operation from age to 
age without any supervising Intelll- 
gence. 

2. The intelligibility is further 
demonstrated by the manifest pres- 
ence of purpose. 

Purpose can only be applied to an 

intelligent personality. Purpose ts 
opposed to chance. The universal 
common sense of mankind sees-in the 
process of nature an intelligent pur- 
pose instead of a ‘‘fortuitous con- 
course of atoms.” 
3. The progress which we find in 
the world is an evidence of purpose. 
Men who shy at the word evolution 
make use of the term development to 
express the fact of progress. 

Again Dr. Thompson says: ‘‘What- 
ever may be his destiny, in regard to 
which science has no light, man is an 


achievement that may be said to jus- 
tify the inconceivably long groaning 
and travailing of creation. The 
course of evolution, especially when 
we consider its main trends, and the 
highroad as contrasted with the by- 
ways and blind alleys, look as if it 
had been prearranged with a view to 
the emergence of man.” 

There has constantly emerged from 
the evolutionary process, higher and 
finer types of life making according 
to Lotze. “An onward advancing 
melody.” © This is tfue not only in 
organic life, but of the appearance of 
suns and planets from _ primeval 
nebula. 

4. Adaptation is a further mark of 
intelligence. The old argument from 
design has been modified and en- 
larged, but it still abides with the un- 
diminished force, while the same or- 
ganism ma*thange its adaptation, it 
continues to confirm the fact of 
teleology. 

Dr. W. T. Tillett says: ‘‘Can the 
human mind conceive of anything 
more impressive and astounding than 
the facts revealed by this marvelous 
insight into physical. nature and _ its 
relation to vegetable and animal life? 

From molecules to man; from 
radiant matter to spirit; from electons 
to volitions, what a complicated net- 
work. And yet the most perfect or- 
der and adaptation reign everywhere, 
while the lower everywhere ministers 
to the higher. How explain it all? 
There is but one answer. These things 
are the marks of mind.” 

5. The sense of beauty indicates 
the presence of mind which loves the 
beautiful as truly as the good, and the 
useful. Despite the exceptions of ugli- 
ness largely produced by the perver- 
sion of man, this is a beautiful world. 
There is the beauty of stones: and 
crystals, the beauty of flowers, the 
beauty of field and forest, of moun- 
tains and landscape, and sky, and the 


beauty of many beautiful lives. 
III. 


The God of Intelligence is working 
towards moral and spiritual ends. 


There is the sorry interpretation of 
nature and life which occupies itself 
solely with lowliness of origins rather 
than greatness of ends. There are 
scientists who are constantly ‘look- 
ing into the pit from whence they 
have been digged,” rather than the 
summit to Which they are called. 

There is the recognition of what is 
called the principle of completion in 
nature. Dr. Newman Smythe in his* 
volume, “Through Science to Faith,” 
writes: ‘‘This fact that there has beea 
a tendency towards completion in na- 
ture appears with irresistible. force 
when we follow up through the long 
ages what has been called the ‘or- 
ganic approach to man.’ One hardiy 
knows how to put into words the irn- 
pression of some determinate con- 
nection and of some ceaseless move- 
ment towards an end result which is 
made by the attempt to reproduce 
with scientific imagination this swift 
yet ceaseless procession of organic 
forms, this innumerable succession of 
generations, this steady march and 
approach, which will not be diverted, 
of the powers of life, on and on, and 
up and still higher, until the Kingdom 
is come, and Man reigns and life has 
become love and worship.” 

The most reasonable inference 
from a study of the world and the 
processes of nature is that the goal 
which was forever in the heart of na- 
ture and in the mind of God is moral 
and spiritual. There ts first that which 
is natural and then that which. is 
spiritual. 

The Son-of Man with the note of 
authority and certainty proceeds 
from origin to destiny, from beginning 
to end; “I know whence I come and 
whither I go.”

There still live a scattered, bewrin- 
kled few who vividly recall the ‘‘days 
of '49,” when courageous men and 
women, placing their faith in God, 
trekked across the vast, reugh west- 
ern plains—facing the danger of In- 
dian massacres—for the love of ad- 
venture and California gold. 

‘ But there were other ’49’s, and of 
another nature. In 1449, just four 
hundred years before those gold rush 
days, a boy, named Domenico di Cur- 
rado Bigordi was born in Florence, 
Italy, who because of his genius earns 
a place in the-front row of the great- 
est painters this planet has ever pro- 
duced, and more, he gave to the in- 
imitable Michelangelo his first. lesson 
in the art in which he was to excel. 


Scant,* indeed, will be the percent- 
age that will recognize thé man by 
his real name. Domenico, in_ his 
youth, helped his father in the gold- 
smith trade. It is said the father was 
the first to fashion the pattern of gar- 
land (ghirlande) which was worn on 
the head by the young girls of Flor- 
ence. It was purely a term of en- 
dearment when he called his son the 
“Little Garland,” or ‘Ghirlandajo,”’ 
(Gheer-lan-dye-yo) but the appeMla- 
tion stuck. 

As a painter Ghirlandajo develop- 
ed rapidly. In 1486, in his 37th year, 
he accepted a commission to decorate 
the walls of the choir of Santa Maria 
Novella, at Florence. On one.of the 
walls, he painted seven scenes depict- 
ing the life of St. John the Baptist. 
The “Birth of St. John” is universally 
conceded to be the grandest of the 
group. 

Outside of Christ, the Bible offers 
no finer subject than this son of 
Zacharias and Elizabeth who was 
chosen to “prepare the way.”’ In the 
desert of Judea, he prophesied the 


coming of the Son of man, and 


preached baptism of penance for the 
remission of sins. Included among 
the multitudes that came to him was 
Jesus of Nazareth, and John bap- 
tized Him in the river Jordan. This 
in reality concluded John’s great 
work, and to satisfy the wishes of 
Salome, the voluptuous daughter of 
Herodias, he was shortly afterwards 
beheaded. 

Ghirlandajo, being a _ devoted 
Christian, was inspired by the subject, 
the genius, when inspired, performs 
miracles. It took him four years to 


complete the group. ‘I must do more 
than just merely portray St. John’s 
life,’?’ he said. ‘‘‘l must be able to 
paint into each scene that sublime, 
hidden something that will let the 
audience hear the ‘‘voice crying in 
the wilderness!”” Ask me not if Ghir- 
landajo succeeded! After four hun- 
dred and fifty years critics still num- 
ber him- among the really few great 
painters. 


In 1494, just four years after he 


had completed thé ‘‘Life of St. John,” 
Ghirlandajo died of a plague that 
swept through the country. Death 
claimed him in his 45th year, when 
his reputation had been definitely- 
established and new laurels were be- 


ing bestowed on him. He was buried 
in the Santa Maria Novella where his 
own paintings fashion a monument 
that for ages to come will-tind dusry 
travelers standing before and wonder- 
ing at the genius of the man.

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An Egyptian Temple 
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Color Instructions 


The ancient Egyptians loved color, There- 
fore you can go ahead and pull all the registers 
of your own paint box. 

The river, being composed of water, ought 
to be blue. 

But the blue of those parts that reflect the 
shadows of the temple pilla:s ought to be darker 
hue than the rest. 

You can accomplish this by painting the 
shadowy parts first of all in a very dark tone. 
Then let them dry awhile while you attend to 
another part of the picture and when you are 
reasonably sure that the shadows in turn are safe, 
put a coat of light blue-across the whole of the 


_picture. 


The plants on.the island of course are green. 
But try and work in several’ shades of green. It 
will make a better picture than if you keep them 
flat. 

Flatness of color is all right in a poster, but 
this is not a poster. 

Make the walls of the temple of dark yellow. 


Color the door posts red. 

Then when your walls are dry, take a fine 
brush and turn it into a fine point and get some 
dark black and paint the outlines of the hiero- 
glyphics.

HE honor for having erected the 
first buildings in the modern 
sense of the word goes un- 
doubtedly to the Egyptians and 

: if you want to see what mar- 
velous structures were actually in exist- 
ence tens of centuries before the con- 
quest of, the Promised Land, you must 
necessarily travel to the valley of the 
Nile. 

In this narrow strip of fertile land 
man had such an abundance of food 
that he could do what no one had been 
able to do before him—that is, he could 
devote part of this spare time to such 
strange luxuries as writing and think- 
ing and evolving complicated religious 
systems. 

Furthermore, the people of this 
narrow valley, depending for their pros- 
perity upon the floods of the River Nile, 
were obliged to evolve some sort of 
calendar that should predict the seasons 
with a reasonable degree of accuracy. 
Hence they studied the heavens and fol- 
lowed the course of the moon and gave 
us the rudiments of the science which 
since then has become known as 
“mathematics.” : : 

Today the temples which they 
built for their Gods and the walls of 
which they ornamented with those 
Strange picture words which we call 
“hieroglyphics”’ stand desolate and the 
greater part of them have fallen to ruin. 

And strange to say, several of 


them are now actually under water and 
soon will be ruined by the action of the 
Nile mud. 

That, however, became unavoidable 
as soon as the valley of the Nile had 
been delivered from the yoke of the 
Turk. For then the population of 
Egypt began to Merease by leaps and 
bounds.

It was, however, 
necessary to build large reservoirs so 
that the waters of the Nile which had 
run wild since the beginning of time 
Should be decently regulated and should 
be kept on tap for instant use. 

In order to do this it was necessary to 
inundate part of the land on which some of 
the most interesting temple ruins were sit- 
uated. . It seems rather-a pity that we should 
be forced to do without those relics. But 
one live man is worth more than a hundred 
dead monuments. And when people weep 
about those lovely buildings, | am apt to 
grow a bit impatient. 

After all, we are alive, and our brains are 
quite as good as those of the Egyptians. If 
we are so terribly fond of fine buildings, why 


not make a few ourselves?

Pearl Diver Has 
A Dangerous Job 


One of the most dangerous oc¢cu- 
pations in the whole world that 
of pearl fisaing. Pearls, of course, 
are found in oysters on the bottom 
of the sea, and the best ones are ob- 
tained along the coast of Australia, 
Central America and the South Sea 


Islands. The men who get these 
precious stones dive to the sea bottom 


for them, in spite of- the danger from 
drowning and from sharks. 

The divers work in teams, usually 
with five teams on a boat. .One diver

of each team goes into the water while ] 


the other’ stays in the boat, watches 
a signal cord worn by his partner, 
and hauls the pearls to the surface. 
The native who is diving goes into 
the water naked, being pulled down by 
a heavy stone, and carrying a short 
knife to fight the sharks. He stays 
under water for sometimes as long as 
three or four minutes, picking the 
oyster shells off the sea floor 
putting them in a basket attached to 
his signal cord. When he can stay 
under no longer, he pulls the cord, 
and the man abeve hauls him and the 
pear.is to the surface. 

These native divers realize the im- 
mense danger that they are in, and 
a shark-charmer always accompanies 
them to say mystic words that are 
supposed to keep the man-eatin: fish 
away. However, the diver frequently 
has to fight desperately for his life 
far under the water, when he is at- 
tacked by a shark. He is a skillful 
and eonuraveous fighter, and often kills
